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Responsive to the Official Action of August 7, 2006, applicant hereby elects the 
invention of Group I, claims 1-28, 49-89 and 123-150 drawn to a belt creping method classified 
in Class 162, sub-class 111. 

Applicant also elects the species of a web having fiber enriched pileated regions 
interconnected by a plurality of linking regions with fiber orientation biased toward the direction 
between pileated regions. 
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
